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Paint-crazy Vandals 
desecrate House 


As the year goes, so 
goes Mr. David Wood

Mr. David Wood confirmed 
the rumor that he was 
leaving Harpeth Hall when he 
sent a letter in December to 
Harpeth Hall parents 
explaining that he would not 
be back after this school 
year. 

"I love it here," Mr. Wood 
said, "and it is important for 
everyone to understand that." 
He said that it is going to be 
difficult for him and his wife to 
leave the Harpeth Hall 
community, but it is time for 
him to move on. Mr. Wood 
has been Harpeth Hall's 
headmaster for eleven years, 


and according to Wood, 
"nobody stays at a school 
that long." Independent- 
school heads ordinarily stay 
five to seven years at a 
single school. This turnover 
insures continued growth in a 
school. Wood has at least 
ten years until he retires, and 
he said, "I have got to leave 
sometime to get a job 
somewhere else if I can't stay 
twenty-one years here." 

Wood feels that he has done 
all that he can do as a 
headmaster and would like to 
find a school that represents 
new challenges. "I have a lot 
of sweat and hard work 


involved here, and things are 
good," he said. 

Wood feels that although 
the school still has a few 
problems, it is in "good 
shape." Harpeth Hall has a 
very good development staff 
which did not exist before his 
administration, and a very 
fine faculty, 82 percent of 
whom hold advanced 
degrees. Wood tried to find 
good teachers as well as role 
models for the students, and 
he thinks he has succeeded. 
Possibly the greatest change 
Wood has seen in his eleven 
years is the completion of the

prompting some seniors to 
wonder if the vandals had 
been former members of the 
Harpeth Hall community. 

Apparently the people 
responsible for the vandalism 
entered the Senior House 
through an unlocked window. 
Obviously there was not an 
alarm, but Mr. David Wood 
said that students can "rest 
assured there is an alarm 
now." 

Cigarette butts and a beer 
can were found at the scene 
of the crime. The paint used 
was inside the House on 
shelves and was left over 
from the ritual painting by the 
Harpeth Hall seniors last 
summer. One of the 
maintenance men, Mr. Joe 
Straub, discovered the 
Senior House in its 
desecrated form. Mr. Straub

Shocked, incensed, 
offended, violated -- these 
are just a few of the words 
that the senior class used to 
describe their feelings after 
the senseless vandalism of 
the Senior House. After 
Winterim, seniors came back 
to school only to find that 
some people had broken into 
the Senior House during the 
holidays. I was on campus 
two days after Christmas 
when a maintenance man 
discovered the damage. Not 
only was I personally 
offended, but I felt a sense of 
loss for my entire class. The 
vandals had scrawled grafitti 
on the walls with paint, 
ruining the spaces where 
some peoples' names had 
been written. In order to 
repair the damage, whole 
sections of the walls had to 
be totally recovered with 
fresh paint. 

This is not the Senior 


House that our whole class 
united to create those three 
days last August. This 
Senior House is no longer 
homey because the carpet 
was ruined due to excessive 
amounts of spilled paint; as 
a result, the damaged carpet 
had to be replaced by beige 
and mauve-flowered 
linoleum. This Senior 
House's walls are no longer 
covered with the colorful 
names of my classmates, but 
are now a blank and boring 
teal color. 

What makes this atrocity 
so horrible is the possibility 
that recent Harpeth Hall 
alumnae may be the culprits. 
No one defaced their Senior 
House -- what gives them the 
right to do it to ours? 
Regardless of who caused 
the damage, it was not only 
an act of total immaturity and 
insensitivity, but it shows an 
utter lack of respect for 
school property. 
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An anonymous student 
questions the honor system 


To the Editor: 

I am writing this letter to 
address some concerns that 
I have about the Honor 
Council and the unfairness it 
renders. 

As a freshman, I was 
caught for cheating on an 
extremely minor quiz. I had 
looked on someone else's 
paper as well as changed 
something after I was no 
longer allowed to do so. I 
admitted to these "crimes" 
after being confronted and 
was sent before the Honor 
Council. 

In the meeting I admitted 
that I had signed the pledge, 
and I adnitted that this was 
not the first time I had 
glanced at other people's 
papers. As punishment I 
received probation for my 
remaining time at Harpeth 
Hall, a zero on the quiz, and 


two days of in-house 
suspension. Each day of in- 
house results in one point off 
of one's semester average in 
every class. This is one of 
the stiffest punishments that 
the Honor Council gives for 
cheating. 

As for the other side of 
the story, I have a friend who 
has often been turned in for 
cheating. She swears to her 
confronter that she did not 
cheat and has never gone 
before the Honor Council. 
She has obviously cheated, 
just as I did, but she's too 
smart to admit it and always 
goes unpunished. 

Recently someone was 
brought before the Honor 
Council after being caught 
red-handed for cheating on a 
test. Because of mitigating 
circumstances she was only 
given probation for the rest of 


the year and in-house 
suspension for one day. Her 
"crimes" commited on a 
major test and were planned 
in advance. How is this fair 
that her punishment was so 
light while I was harshly 
punished merely for glancing 
at another student's paper 
during a quiz? 

I'm not saying that what I 
did wasn't wrong; it was. I 
am just saying that honesty, 
even at a late date, is not 
rewarded by Harpeth Hall's 
Honor Council. I do not 
cheat anymore; I really have 
learned a lesson. However, 
as unfortunate as it is, if I had 
it to do all over again, I would 
not admit to my crimes. And 
that means that something is 
wrong with today's Honor 
Council. 


In response... 

President defends Council

As President of the Honor 
Council, I would like to 
confront some common 
frustrations that the student 
body has voiced toward the 
honor system. Often, 
students view the Honor 
Council as an opposing force 
when, in actuality, the Honor 
Council exists to protect the 
students. The Honor Council 
is not "out to get" anybody; 
our purpose is not to punish. 
Our goal is to make the 
Harpeth Hall community a 
more comfortable and secure 
one in which to live. How 
secure would this community 
be if there were no Honor 
Council and rampant 
cheating and stealing 
became a common pastime? 
A successful school 
atmosphere is founded on 
trust, and it is by building this 
trust that the Honor Council 
attempts to create an 
atmosphere that will benefit 
everyone, students and 
teachers alike. 

In response to the 
student's editorial printed on 
this page, I feel that there are 
several points argued on the 
basis of misunderstandings 
of the system. 

First and foremost, 
cheating in any situation and 
on any test or quiz is wrong. 
The significance or 


importance of that quiz or 
test and whether it is "minor" 
or "major" is irrelevant. The 
principle of it all is what 
matters. Cheating is 
cheating, no matter what the 
situation, and no punishment 
is determined on the basis of 
"the size of the crime." 

Secondly, the reason for 
the different punishments for 
the student's and her friend's 
honor code infractions is 
simple: the cases were 
different . If the Council gave 
the same punishment for 
each cheating case, then the 
Council might as well not 
exist-the problem would be 
eliminated by putting a 
blanket punishment in the 
handbook to apply to each 
and every cheating case, no 
matter what the 
circumstances. In the last 
four years of being a member 
of the Honor Council, I have 
not yet seen a cheating case 
that was exactly like another. 
Therefore, would it really be 
fair to give the same 
punishment to each girl? 

Finally, I hope that each 
student brought before the 
Council would feel that she 
was the "smart" one for 
telling the truth. The Honor 
Council does promote 
honesty, but we cannot fail to 
take action against a 
dishonest act. If the Council 


did not give appropriate 
punishments for Honor Code 
infractions, then we would be 
sending out a message that 
cheating is O.K.. Personally, 

I would not be able to feel 
good about myself knowing 
that I had lied about a 
dishonest act to begin with. 
Just because one girl did not 
have to suffer the 
consequences of an 
infraction by lying her way 
out of it, she is in no way 
more admirable or 
trustworthy than the honest 
girl. I have more respect for 
those who are honest with 
themselves. The girl who 
lies cannot trust herself and 
therefore, cannot expect 
others to trust her. Also, it is 
not too "smart" to lie about an 
infraction because if the 
Honor Council had found out 
that the girl had lied, then the 
consequences would have 
been even more severe. To 
the student who wrote the 
editorial: I respect the 
courage and integrity that it 
took for you to admit to the 
honor violation, and I hope 
that if you had to do it all over 
again, you would remember 
what is really important and 
be honest with everyone, 
including yourself.

campus. The Math and 
Science Wing, the track, and 
the new Middle School 
building were all built during 
Wood's administration. 

Wood has not found a new 
school yet, but he is "working 
with several consultants," 
including the same people 
who are assisting Harpeth 
Hall in its search for a new 
headmaster. As a native 
Southerner Wood hopes to 
find a school in this region. 

He would prefer one that is 
co-ed, for he previously 
taught at a boys' school in 
Alabama and thinks it will be 
hard to find a girls' school that 
can compare with Harpeth 
Hall. Although Wood is sad 
about leaving Harpeth Hall, 
he is very excited about the 
new challenges ahead of him. 

When Wood came here in 
1980, he aspired to help 
make it "a really good school 
that is also an enjoyable 
place to be." He added, "I 
think we have done that." 
Students seem to agree. 
Senior Ann Baughman said, 
"We will all be sad to see 
such a caring and giving 
headmaster leave a school to 
which he gave so much of 
himself." 


her project in the field of 
parasitology; she discovered 
a new species of parasite in 
the intestinal tract of 
salamanders. 

Haynes explained that 
science teacher, Mr. George 
Sellers, sparked her interest 
in the project by mentioning 
the contest to his chemistry 
class when Haynes was a 
sophomore. She said that 
she "did not realize how 
much work it would be." 

Haynes spent her 
sophomore and junior years 
working and researching in 
preparation for beginning the 
project. She read material 
on salamanders, collected 
salamanders, and practiced 
cutting open salamanders in 
the chemistry lab. Haynes 
said this was the hardest 
thing about the project: "I 
had to kill the salamanders to 
dissect them. I had such a 
problem doing that." 

This past summer, after 
extensive research and 
preparation, Haynes began 
work on salamanders called 
Dwarf Siren Pseudobranchus 
striatus that Mr. Sellers 
collected in Florida. She 
looked at particular parasites 
and identified them but 
noticed that one parasite was 
different from those she had 
studied while preparing for 
the project. She explained 
that "it was significantly 
smaller than most parasites. 
Its oral and ventral suckers 
were different and so was the 
length of its intestinal 
cecum.... Its suckers were 
aspinal, and its pharynx was 


not visible." After talking to 
Sellers, Haynes suspected 
that this could be a new 
parasite. She said,"Being a 
parasitologist himself, he 
knows so much about it. He 
just had a hunch, so we kept 
on reading." The parasite 
that Haynes discovered is 
called cephalogonimoides 
pseudobranchus i She only 
laughs when asked, "Why 
didn’t you name it 'Em's 
parasite?"' 

After a summer of 
dissection, Haynes spent the 
fall taking pictures or 
photomicrographs of the 
parasites and mounting them 
on slides. She also had to 
measure all body parts such 
as the ovaries of the 
microscopic parasites. "That 
part was so tedious," she 
said. 

She explained her results 
for Westinghouse in a seven- 
page paper in November. 
Haynes says that being 
named a semifinalist has 
greatly affected her mail 
intake. "I get letters from all 
these colleges who want me 
to attend their science 
schools!" 

Haynes's work will also be 
published in a journal of 
parasitology. Because 
Westinghouse is the most 
prestigious science 
competition for high school 
students, the semifinalist 
status will result in the 
potential for scholarships in 
college for Haynes.
